Phone Reduction. 

“In Atlanta your telephone bills 
have been decreased $298,300 since 
December 1, 1933. You. people have 
saved this much money here on your 
telephone bills. 

“During this same period, from De- 
cember 1, 1933, when the reductions 
went into effect, to July 1, 1934, there 
has been a gain in phones put in by 
the phone company of 4,131. If you 
had had to pay the old rate on these 
phones it would have cost you $10,- 
600 more. So the total left in the 
pockets of you Atlanta people on your 
phone bills for these seven months is 
$308,900. This is a reduction of ap- 
proximately 18 per cent. 

“In Atlanta you have ten exchanges 
which you use without any additional 
charge. In many other cities you have 
to pay for the connection with other 
exchanges. 


“The reductions, as many of you 
remember, are as follows: 

“Business phones, one party, $10 
to $7.50; two party $9 to $6.75; four 
party $5. 50 to $4.50 

“Residence phones, one party, $4.50 
to $3.50; two party $3. 50 to $2.75; 


four party, $2.85 to $2.25. 

“I wonder who the opposition gives; -< 
eredit for the phone reductions? 1 
have not heard that the TVA is run- 
ning any phone system in the United 
States. 

“We have a good phone system in 
Atlanta and I am proud of it.

“This makes a. grand total of sav- 
ing for this year to the people of 
Fulton county of $1,941,571. 

“Remember also that the people of 
Fulton county have benefited by the 
passenger rate reduction on the rail- 
roads. They have benefited by the 
elimination of the surcharge of the 
Pullman companies. The people of 
Fulton county and Atlanta, and the 
whole state of Georgia. have benefited 
by the reduction of 27 per cent on 
commercial freight truck rates. If we 
can maintain the reduction of 18 per 
cent on intra-state freight rates, Ful- 
ton county will benefit again by mil- 
lions of dollars, as will the whole 
state of Georgia.’

KILLIFISHES. 

My only claim to an acquaintance 
with the killifishes lies in the fact 
that they have played some mighty im- 
portant parts in the study of inherit- 
ance.

WASHINGTON, July 
The growing importance of Georgia 
as a playground for whiling away idle 
hours was _:flected today in a report 
‘by the census bureau that 6,003 places 
of amusement and service establish- 
ments showed receipts of $20,867,482 
in 1933. 

These establishments gave employ- 
ment to an average of 7,400 full-time 
employes, 1,971 part-time employes 
and 7,185 proprietors. 

The total pay roll, exclusive of com- 
pensation of proprietors, aggregated 
$5.781,368, of which $5,239,826 was 
paid to full-time workers and $541,- 
542 to part-time employes. 

Peak full-time employment was 
reached in December, which showed 
an improvement of 15 per cent as 
compared with the low of January, 
and for part-time employment, the 
peak-was in October, when it was 
31 per cent higher than the beginning 
of the year. 

All places of amusement serving 
the public for revenue such as the- 
aters, amusement uarks, shooting gal- 
leries and dance halls, were included 
in the survey. Service establishments 
include places of business performing 
personal services for the public, such 
as barber shops and beauty parlors.

This is Wednesday, and you can 
eount on four fingers in the days re- 
maining in which you can register 
in ordér to be able to vote at the 
September primary. The registra- 
tion books close at noon on Sat- 
urday, so there are really just three 
and one-half days left in which to 
qualify. 

Less than 16,000 of a possible 
35,000 persons qualified to regis- 
ter have availed themselves of this 
privilege, and unless there is a last- 
minute rush the books will close 
with less than 17,000, the smallest 
number to register for an election 
of mayor since women have had 
the right to vote. 

The small registration is really a 
reflection on the public spirit of 
the citizens of Atlanta. 

In addition to the selection of 
city officials, three important ref- 
erenda will be submitted, all of 
which are of vital importance to 
the city. Qualified voters will have 
an opportunity to express their 
preference on: 

1. Repeal of the state bone-dry 
Jaw, 2. For or against daylight 
saving time in the summer time. 


. 3. For or against separating the 


schools from control by city offi- 
cials. 

Important as are these matters, 
selection of city officials should be 
made with greatest care, with a 
view of electing to office men who 
will safeguard the city’s credit.

A splendid system of hard-sur- 
faced roads has been constructed 
on the island, and they are free of 
debt. The $450,000 causeway was 
built by the city and county; an- 
nual payments have reduced the 
debt to $271,000. The proposal is 
that the city and county would con- 
tinue to pay off that debt, the high- 
way board assuming the interest, a 
total of $115,000 payable in the 
next 18 years. 

The proposal was received by 
Commissionér Max I. McRae, who 
said that he would take it up with 
the board and press for an early 
decision. 

A similar move is on in Chatham 
county for removal of a toll station 
from the western limits of Savan- 
nah Beach to a point on Ocean 
Parkway, following a recent deci- 
sion of the highway commission to 
extend state route 26 through Ty- 
bee Island to the Savannah Beach 
ocean front. , 

No toll stations are permitted on 
state highway roads, and it would 
be a highly popular move for the 
highway board to take the action 
necessary to remove the pay sta- 
tions leading to these two pleasure 
points, which are visited every year 
by thousands of people. 

While the toll is not such a heavy 
item of expense, the average motor- 
ist can work up a very sevére 
‘peeve’ when called upon to pay 
out a small sum for the privilege 
of motoring over a bridge, after 
driving a long distance over excel- 
lent roads without being assessed 
a single cent. 

Eliminating the toll charge from 
the St. Simons causeway will cost 
the highway board such an insig- 
nificant sum, and will add so much 
to the popularity of St. Simons as 
a pleasure resort, that it is to hoped 
that the board will act quickly and 
favorably upon the proposal.

A Habsburg Has an Opinion. 


Archduke Eugene, of Habsburg, the 
first of the family to return to Aus- 
tria since the disruption of the dual- 
monarchy, informs a representative of 
the Pesti Naplo, a prominent Hun- 
garian paper, that, in his opinion, 
not wars will bring the downfall of 
humanity, but machinery and women! 
Human beings, he said, increase daily 
by a hundred thousands, but very 
soon they will have nothing to occupy 
them, as machines will supplant them 
in every line. Archduke Bugene de- 
plores the fact that women are push- 
ing men out of employment in every 
sphere and suggests that a boom in 
marriage would follow a European 
veto on women occupying positions 
which men can fill.

| HEALTH TALKS |

A PILLOW FOR SCIATICA. 


The sciatic nerve is a whale of a!, 


nerve, nearly as thick as your thumb. 
If you've ever had a touch of sciatica 
you know just where the great sciatic 
nerve is. If you haven't, you don't 
care where it is. 

Sciatica is sometimes actual inflam- 
mation of the nerve, neuritis. But 
in most cases this disability is due to 
some trouble in thé sacro-iliac or the 
sacrolumbar joints. By means of 
stereoscopic x-rays of these joints the 
physician today may find evidence of 
arthritis, which could hardly be de- 
tected otherwise. Of course the skilled 
physician can determine by ordinary 
physical examination whether the sa- 
cro-iliac joints are normal, and such 
a test should be made in every case 
of sciatica. 

One antiquated notion that has done 
a great deal of harm to victims of 
sciatiea is that this ailment is ‘‘rheu- 
matic” in character, and that reme- 
dies, diet or treatment that purport 
to be good for the rheumatism are 
likely to help sciatica. Sciatica treat- 
ed merely with “rheumatism” remedies 
is maltreated. This error contributes 
considerably to the bad name sciatica 
has. 

In some cases after long experi- 
mentation with silly baths, diets and 
electricity the seat of the trouble is 
found to be pelvic or spinal tumor. 

Persons who hare sciatica or any 
similar disability should beware of 
sagging beds. One man who was 
partially disabled many months by 
sciatica enjoyed himself most of the 
time “trying” this and that plausible 
remedy, bath, massage or colored light 
treatment and kept getting a little no 
better until he happened to sleep in 
a strange bed, a good bed, and en- 
joyed a night’s rest undisturbed. Then 
he junked the miserable springs and 
mattress he had been accustomed to, 
installed new sleeping equipment, and 
promptly récovered from his sciatica. 

If proper springs and mattress can- 
not be had, put some boards cross- 
wise under the mattress to prevent 
sagging, and in any casé give the 
patient the comfort of a loin pillow. 
This pillow should be firmly stuffed 
with curled hair, only 1 1-2 inches 
thick, 5 inches wide and 14 inches 
long. It is to be placed crosswise 
under the arch of the loin. It acts 
as a pad on the sacro-iliac joints and 
prevents sagging at those points. If 
the patient turns in sleep the loin 
pillow or pad should be retained in 
place by means of wide soft tapes 
around the body. ae 

In severe cases of sciatica the phy- 
sician may give much relief by ap- 
plying extension to the leg—by means 
of a suitable sling and weight and 
pulley. Perhaps greater comfort and 
freedom is given when the leg is sus- 
pended rather than extended. The

U.S. OPENS INQUIRY 
INTO MILK PRICES 


Thorough Investigation 
of Industry Pledged by 
Trade Commission. — 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—(4)— 
The trade commission today formally 
began its investigation into charges of 
monopoly and racketeering in the milk 
industry. 

Charles H. March, commissioner in 
charge of the inquiry, said six in- 
vestigators would move into New Eng- 
land this week and that another group 
would be sent to Chicago a little later. 

March made public copies of a com- 
mission resolution showing that the 
inquiry would delve into virtually ev- 
ery aspect of the industry, from prices 
through investigation of charges of 
racketeering and even gangsterism. 

The New England phase of the in- 
quiry will be headed by Professor Paul 
I). Converse, temporarily attached to 
the commission from the University of 
Illinois, and A. H. Tackett, of the 
commission’s legal staff. They will 
leave the latter part of this week. 

Ordered by Congress. 

The investigation was ordered in a 
congressional resolution which said 
monopolistic efforts had been shown 
in the District of Columbia and else- 
where, and that while large milk com- 
panies were making substantial prof- 
its, farmers suffered severe hardships. 

The likelihood that the commission 
would inquire into racketeering and 
gangsterism was disclosed by the pro- 
saic phrase,’ “trade practices which 
may amount to unfair methods of com- 
petition.” Trade practices may include 
anything from price cutting to intimi- 
dation of competitors. 

The commission’s resolution said 
the scope of the inquiry would include 
the study of supply and demand, costs, 
prices, acquisitions and mergers, con- 
centration of control of markets and 
other factors which “may restrain 
trade or tend to create a monopoly in 
purchasing, assembling, processing, 
sale and distribution of milk and milk 
products.” 

The senate resolution authorizing 
the investigation reported that dis. 
tributors in four of the largest milk- 
sheds made a net profit of 25.71 per 
cent on their net plant investment in 
the five years ended December 31, 


High Profits, 

In Philadelphia, the resolution 
said, the profit was 30.76 per cent; 
in Boston 22.45; St. Louis 14.64; Chi- 
cago 25.8, while during the same pe- 
riod the “wholesale price of milk sold 
by farmers declined by 50 per cent, 
resulting in severe hardships to milk 

roducers throughout the United 

tates and strikes and violence in 
many rural and metropolitan centers.” 
: The resolution cited an investiga- 
tion in the District of Columbia which 
“revealed testimony which abundantly 
sustains the contention that over a 
period of years large milk distributors 
have attempted to create a monopoly 
in the District of Columbia” and that 
testimony at the same hearings “tends 
to prove that similar monopolistic ef- 
forts likewise exist in other milk- 
sheds.” 

Officials said they did not contem- 
plate any open hearings immediately.

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AUSTRIAN RULER 
TURNS TO NOOSE 


Defiant Socialist Bomber 
Hanged as Dollfuss 
Strikes at Terrorism. 


VIENNA, July 24.—(UP)—Chan- 
cellor Engelbert Dollfuss, fascist ruler 
of Austria, embarked on his own grim 
“blood purge” tonight with the hang- 
ing of a socialist found guilty of tere 
rorist activities in strife-torn Austria, 

The man executed was Joseph Gerl, 
a Czecho-Slovakian, who confessed to 
shooting a policeman and bombing the 
Danube railroad line. A second de- 
fendant, Rudolph Anzboeck, found 
guilty by the same court-martial which 
sentenced Gerl, was saved when Presi- 
dent Wilhelm Miklas dramatically in- 
tervened and commuted the death or- 


der, 
200 Arrested. 

More than 200 more arrests wera 

made during the afternoon and eves 
ning, chiefly socialists and commu< 
nists. A few minor demonstrations oce 
curred in the outer districts. 
_Heavy police guards throughout 
Vienna sought to maintain order, espe 
cially at the chancellory and othey 
publie buildings, 

Extra patrols also were assigned 
to the sewers in the inner district of 
the capital—favorite hiding spot for 
criminals and bombers, 

Gerl was hanged at 8:10 p. m, 
(3:10 p. m. eastern daylight time), 
He confessed to both crimes before 
the court-martial, but pleaded fog 
leniency for Anzboeck. Gerl frequent- 
ly broke in to insist Anzboeck wag 


innocent, 
One Saved. 

Friends of the latter worked swift- 
ly against the three-hour limit on 
death sentences in Austria. They 
sought out President Miklas and pre- 
vailed upon him to sign the ecommu- 
tation -papers in time to save Anz< 
boeck’s life. 

Gerl, insolent and calm at the trial, 
admitted he knew what the penalty 
was for his crimes, but retorted his 
“ideals are more important than my 
life.” 

The hanging occurred at a moment 
when Austria was on the brink of civil 
conflict among its major political ele- 
ments—the fascists of Dollfuss, now 
in power; the nazis and their sympa- 
thizers, the socialists and communists, 

Police, on “alarm duty,” have 
rounded up hundreds of the latter, 
800 being the high estimate tonight, 
in a new drive to consolidate the Doll- 
fuss regime and eliminate- opposition. 
Possibly a score of nazis also have 
have been taken into custody in this 
harsh campaign. 

Reprisal Threatened. ; 

The latter boldly threatened repris- 
als should their men be put to death, 
and Dollfuss’ men made Gerl, a so- 
cialist, the first “horrible example” 
in their determined effort to instill 
fear into the hearts of men who would 
rise against the government. They 
seem still seeking to appease the nazis 
without bloodshed, but further execu- 
tions were feared as bombings con- 
tinued to terrorize the uneasy peas- 
antry. 


The socialists and communists, nor- 
mally bitter enemies of fascists and 
nazis, alike, have thrown‘in their lot 
with the nazis for the moment against 
their common foe, the fascists—and a 
showdown is expected shortly. The 
government, ruling by decree, has 
made death obligatory for persons 
found guilty of illegal possession of 
explosives, whether engaged in bomb- 
ings or not, 

The decree has been ignored, and 
open conflict is feared.

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GOVERNOR FLAYED 
IN ADAMS LETTER 


Farm Head Charges Tal- 
‘madge Trying To “Rule 
-or Ruin” Office. 


\ Charging that Governor Eugene 
Talmadge is attempting to “rule or 


ruin” the state department of agri- 
eulture, Commissioner G. C. Adams 
Tuesday again defied the governor by 
refusing to comply with his demand 
to reinstate Dr: C. Reynolds Clark, 
state chemist. : 

Governor Talmadge has held up the 
commissioner's requisition for funds 
for the department pending action on 
the Clark case and in his letter to 
the chief executive Tuesday, Adams 
said that he would operate the de- 
partment without funds before. he 
would restore Clark and four of his 
assistants, who also were dropped to 
the pay roll. 

Commissioner Adams appointed Dr. 
J. R. Cain Jr. as Dr. Clark’s sue- 
cessor but Dr. Clark, following the 
governor's orders, has refused to re- 
linquish his post. It is the gover- 
nor’s contention that Commissioner 
Adams should have notified him at 
Jeast 20 days before the beginning 
of the quarter that he intended to 
replace Dr. Clark. The notification 
Was not given until the quarterly 
budget was submitted July 

Commissioner Adams and Dr. Cain 
has filed quo warranto proceedings 
against Dr. Clark which are sched- 
uled to be heard by Judze James C. 
Davis in Decatur Saturday. 

Letter to Talmadge. 

Text of Commissioner Adams’ 
ter to Governor Talmadge follows: 
“Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
“State Capitol, 

“Atlanta, Georgia. 
“Dear Sir: 

“I have your letter to the effect 
that you will not sign a warrant for 
any funds for this ‘departinent until 
Dr. Clark and his assistants have 
been restored to the pay roll. This is 
the same Dr. Clark whose extraordi- 
nary ability was recognized by you 
when you increased his salary from 
$3,000 to $4,000 a year during the 
midst of your gubernatorial campaign 
of 1932. I shall not put Dr. Clark 
or any of the assistants whom I have 
discharged on the pay roll of the de- 
partment of agriculture so long as I 
am commissioner. 

“You conceded in your letter ap- 
proving the budget for the third quar- 
ter, as amended by you. that I had 
the lawful authority to discharge Dr. 
Clark. I exercised that right and so 
far as I am concerned, the decision 
then made is irrevocable. Your ap- 
parent position now is that unless 1 
yield to you the authority vested in 
me by law, you will wreck the de- 
partment of agriculture by withhold- 
ing the funds appropriated by the gen- 
eral assembly for use in the perform- 
ance of its many functions. In the 
past 18 months I have yielded my 
judgment to yours several times in or- 
der to preserve the semblance of har- 
mony and thus procure funds for the 
operation of the department. Under 
the ‘rule or ruin’ policy adopted by 
you, the rights vested in statehouse 
officers are allowed only as a matter 
of grace. Each official is required to 
approach the gubernatorial sanctum 
as a cringing supplicant for the funds 
appropriated for the work of his de- 
partment by the people’s representa- 
tives. The funds of the state are to 
he obtained only upon conditions pre- 
scribed by you for the purpose of 
promoting your own personal and po 
litical interests and those of your 
henchmen. I cannot, without the loss | 
of self-respect, submit to the usurpa- 
tion of the authority of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture in anv such des-| 
potie and tyrannical manner.

FIERCE FISH OF THE SEA.

Gifford Pinchot, governor of Penn- 
sylvania, went on a long voyage .n 
1929 aboard the schooner, Mary Pin- 


‘chot, and tells of fishing adventures 


along the way in his book, “To the 
South Seas,” which is worth reading. 


A Little Boy and a Big Swordfish. 

One day he hurled a harpoon into 
the body of a swordfish. As it swam 
away and pulled out the line, the 


governor says he felt “like a boy with) 


hie first trout.” ‘

he continues, “I felt him weaken and 
begin to rise. When, at last, the fish 


came in sight, we all grozned because) 
he fell so far below the monster we 


had been expecting, The fight was 
nearly out of him. He had done his 
best, but at length his great eye was

side. and his fight was over. Finally 
we slipped the bowline over his tail 


and made him ours for good, 't

That swordfish was 10 feet and 10 
inches long, counting the sword, and 
weighed 316 pounds. Compared with 
a fresh water fish, it was a giant; 
but some swordfish weigh more than 
i pounds and reach a length of 15 
eet. 


In a museum at Singapore is an 
oak plank three inches. thick which 
once belonged to the lower side of a 
ship. In this plank is the bill of. a 
swordfish, which many years ago cut 
through the wood and a thin sheet of 
copper covering it. What force was 
needed to give such a blow! We may 
feel sure that the fish was not trying 
to sink the vessel; but.perhaps the 
dark bottom looked like an enemy. 


The British museum contains an- 
other example of a hole made in the 
solid oak bottom of a ship. 


In 1875 a swordfish was captured 
after it had sunk its bill in the bot- 
tom of a fishing schooner off the coast 
of Jong Island. The sword was found 
to be 3 feet 7 inches long. 

Perhaps we shall never know just 
how fast a swordfish can travel; but 
very likely the speed is close to a mile 
a minute. Besides that, there is the 
great weight of the body to increase 
the force of the blow. | 

The sword is the outgrowing upper 
jaw, bony and sharp. It plays havoc 
when swordfish shoot into schools of 
mackerel or herring, slashing about 
and killing. 

The reddish-colored flesh of sword- 
fish is rather oily but is valued as 
food. There ate fisheries in the north 
Atlantic, as well as in southern wa- 
ters. 

Harpooning is the usual method of 
capturing swordfish. but large ones 
have been caught -with rod and reel, 
the hooks and linés being extra heavy.

The following is one of a series of 60 articles in which the First 
Lady of the Land tells what she thinks about a variety of subjects 
close to the heart of all modern women. Every word has been 
written by Mrs. Roosevelt herself. 


LIV—Cars, Clothes and Holidays. 


Clothes which the manual laborer 
needs are quite different from the 
clothes which the white collar worker 
needs and this also must be taken 
into consideration in making up the 


budget. 

Do not think, however, that the 
price which you pay for clothes means 
a well-dressed or a poorly-dressed 
woman. <A ten-dollar dress, if you 
have good taste, may be just as pret- 
ty as one for which you have spent 
ten times as much. I have seen wom- 
en who spend very small amounts on 
their clothes but who plan them care- 
fully, frequently look better dressed 
than women who waste a great deal 
of money and buy foolishly and with- 
out good taste. 

The price of a garment is not al- 
ways indicative of its real worth nor 
is it indicative of whether you are 
buying something that has been made 
under sweat shop conditions or not. 
This is a phase which even the poor- 
est, in planning a_ clothes budget, 
should consider, for no matter what 
we can afford to buy, we cannot af- 
ford to buy at the expense of the 
health and strength of our fellow hu- 
man beings. When you budget for 
your clothes remember to find out 
where you can buy economically but 
safely for your own health as well 
as for that of the workers. 

To almost everyone nowadays the 
owning of an automobile is a neces- 
sity and of course if you do own 
an automobile you must put that down 
aS @ separate item in your budget 
and be sure to include in the expense 
of a car the license, the insurance. 
the garage rent, repairs, and tires, 
as well as gas, oil and any other items 


hand. It may be necessary for the 
family to spend every penny of income 
in order to give the growing children 
a chance to be really equipped for 
life and if this is the case, the older 
members of the family may have a 
very difficult time in saving any 
money at all and they may have to 
rely on being supported in their old 
age. This should be done, if neces- 
sary, with as little hardship to them 
as possible. 

Also the unexpected expenses which 

arise in any family often take the 
accumulated savings of several years, 
such as illness, births, deaths, etc. It 
is safe as a rule in a normally healthy 
family to put down very little for 
doctors’ bills, but a liberal allowance 
in young families must go for recrea- 
tion, 
_ Nowadays we have reached a point 
in this country where nearly all young 
people look upon the spending of 
money as absolutely necessary in or- 
der to enjoy themselves. Therefore, 
it is time probably that we called a 
halt and made a study of the ways 
in which we can enjoy ourselves at a 
minimum price, 

For instance, a holiday taken on 
foot or bicycle is far less expensive 
than a holiday taken in an auto- 
mobile. England has kept to the 
bicycle, and most of her people at 
one time or another take walking, 
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bicycling or camping trips. These 
camping trips frequently take the form 
of a small moving caravan drawn by 
a horse or donkey. If they go on 
bieyeles, they enjoy all the obscure 
small places which are never reached 
by automobile.

Culbertson on Contract 
By ELY CULBERTSON, 


World’s Champion Player and Greatest

The Language of Bridge. 

Contract bridge has developed a 
vocabulary all its own and indeed 
it might well be said, without draw- 
ing too much upon the imagination, 


|that it has created a complete lan- 


guage. All the phrases in common 
use have a specialized meaning. While 
a term may have one meaning under 


certain conditions, it may have a dia- 
metrically opposite meaning under 
other conditions. Take, for instance, 
the double. In many instances, as all 
bridge players know, a double does 
not indicate faith in the ability of 
the doubler to defeat the contract 
undertaken, but on the contrary is 
an urgent request for partner to name 
a suit which promises hope of part- 
score or game to the doubling side. 
In other cases the double is of course 
for the purpose of increasing antici- 
ated penalties and it is the general- 
y accepted procedure that when a 
player sitting third hand has bid a 
suit and has doubled an adverse gaine 
or part-score contract, the double re- 
quires the original leader to open the 
bid suit, 

However, there has been still a 
further development of the meaning 
of the double, and now it is a gen- 
erally accepted principle that when a 
player not in the lead doubles an ad- 
verse slam contract, the double is an 
urgent demand that the leader look 
over his hand carefully and then make 
a lead that would without the dou- 
ble appear to be sheer suicide. In 
other words, in such instances the 
leader must make an unnatural lead. 
This convention, known as the lead- 
directing slam double, often. is the 
only means by which an adverse con- 
tract can be defeated. It was used 
with effect on the hand below:

West, after his partner's double, 
considered the situation very careful- 
ly. Obviously, his partner did not 
wish the lead of a heart as that lead 
would have been the natural one had 
he not doubled. .The diamond, which 
was an alternative bid, did not ap- 
pear promising. The bids by North, 
East and South all suggested a some- 
what freakish distribution of the 
cards. While there was no assurance 
of it, there was a bare possibility that 
East was void of clubs. In any event, 
this appeared to be the most probable 
meaning of the penalty double, and 
West thus led a club, which East 
ruffed thus defeating the contract. 
This lead, without the double, would 
never have been made. 

This grand slam was bid and was 
made at other tables (the deal was 
played in a duplicate game), since 
there was no double and consequently 
no club lead. With North as declar- 
er seven spades cannot be defeated 
by any lead. 

It should also be noted that even 
if he could have seen all the cards, 
East would have known that he had 
nothing to lose by doubling the con- 
tract of seven spades, for although

Old Injuction Cannot Halt 
Reductions, Says Assistant 
Attorney-General. 


JACKSON, Miss., July 24.—(>)— 
An old federal court injunction -can- 
not stop the Mississippi railroad com- 
mission from reducing telephone rates 
of the Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany in the state, Assistant Attorney- 
General J. A. Lauderdale, acting for 


Attorney-General Greek IL. Rice, 
ruled in a formal opinion handed to- 
day to Chairman C. Morgan, of 
the railroad commission. 

_ Attempts to reduce telephone rates 
in. the past have been blocked by 
Bringing up the United States dis- 
triet court injunction granted May 10. 
1924, to the Cumberland Telephone 
& Telegraph Company preventing the 
railroad commission and other offi- 
cials from interfering with a tariff 
of rates set out in the decree. 

Since the Cumberland sold out to 
the Southern Bell in June, 1926, the 
latter company “is not now charging 
and has never charged the schedule 
of rates set out in the decree,” Lau- 
derdale commented. 

“The telephone company has ap- 
plied for and obtained orders of the 
railroad commission allowing it to 
increase rates for numerous’ ex- 
changes,” Lauderdale added. ‘‘These 
increases now affect a large number 
of exchanges operated by said com- 


ny.

of “Brother Isaiah” Cudney, who told 
his numerous followers here more than 
a decade ago that he would never die. 
Mystic head of a mystic cult, 
“Brother Isaiah.” a patriarch with a 
long. white, Biblical beard, first earn- 
ed national notoriety in New Orleans 
where his laying on of hands became 
a major police problem. He lived in 
a shabby bomaekent tied up in the 
Mississippi during his stay of nearly 
a year here, and his claim of divine 
power in restoring sight to the blind, 
hearing to the deaf and health to the 
sick, drew thousands to the levee. 
At first, there were only small gath- 
erings, but éventually, the crowds 
swelled to proportions which made a 
special police detail and fixed hours 
of convocation necessary. The sick 
were brought to the edge of the river 
on cots by the hundreds. Thousands 
lined the levee top to touch “Brother 
Isaiah’s’”’ white robes as he moved 
among the hélpless. His following was 
drawn from every walk of life and 
limousines frequently parked a dozen 
deep at the rude landing, awaiting 
a turn to whisk the mystic away to 
some rich home for a “private heal-
